Wasuineron, D. C., May 22.—The House 
Committee on Levees and the Improvement 
of the Mississippi River will hold a special 
meeting next Monday for the purpose of con- 
sidering and acting on a bill making an ap- 
propriation to carry out the recommendations 
of the Mississippi River Commission. Con- 
gressman Dunn, of Arkansas, Chairman of 
the Sub-Committee which has just returned 
from an inspection of the river and a study 
on the spot of the various features of the 
plan submitted by the Commission, said to 
your correspondent to-day that the members 
of the Sub-Committee are not only satis- 
fled with, but are enthusiastic in their 
approval of, the recommendations of the 
Commission. He says there is no doubt 
whatever the full Committee will next week 
agree to report favorably a bill appropriating 
about $6,000,000 to meet the estimates of the 
Commission: for the initial work. The bill 
will provide that the money shall be expend- 
ed by the Engineer Corps, under the.direc- 
tion of the Seeretary of War, in accordance 
with the plans and recommendations of the 
Commission. Judge Dunn thinks the House 
will sustain the Committee. The fact that 
the Sundry Civil bill contains an appropria- 
tion of $150,000 for 
EXPENSES OF THE COMMISSION 
and the continuance of surveys during next 
year is regarded as a favorable indication 
that there is no doubt that a majority of the 
House is in favorof making an appropriation 
for beginning the work in question.

THE BICYCLE AND THE TRICYCLE. 
A writer in the English Mechanic says: 
“A good tricycle is an exceedingly rare 
thing. The makers, so far as my experience 
goes, pay little or no attention to small but 
important matters, and the consequence is 
that few tricycles can class over second or 
third rate. With a good tricycle the labor is 
less than with a good bicycle, the motion is 
far smoother, less power is wasted in shak- 
ing vied: mec ecg the strain is, beyond 
co son, less. ith a good tricycle any 
rider without daily training ma ride the 
whole day, day after day,—a thing that no 
bicycle rider could do without constant train - 
ing. The average running speed, in my own 
expertence, is about the same; but I can travel 
twice the distance in one day with atricycleas 
compared with a first-rate bicycle with sus- 
pension spring and roller beari the tri- 
— having plain parallel be to all 
ree wheels. As a traveling-machine in all 
weathers the tricycle is the best beyond all 
comparison, partly from the ease with which 
the ground is covered, partly from the per- 
fect protection from weather which an um- 
brella gives. I certainly am not cramped 
on the tricycle, but in precisely the same 
ition as when on the bicycle. My reason 
or adhering to the bicycle is a simple one. 
The motion is rough, the exercise hard, 
e two together keep my chronic dys- 
pepsia in check. The tricycle is easy 
smooth, sleepy work. and has no effec 
whatever as far as my health is concerned. 
J keep a bicyele for physic, and a tricycle for 
going about the country for pleasure.

READING’S RUIN. 


How the Fallure of the Beading Road 
Affected Stocks in Philadelphia—The 
Squeeze on Operators—Sult Brought 
Against the Road on Contracts. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 22.—President Gow- 
en’s seclusion to-day, and his announcement 
that the Board of Managers of the Philadel- 
phia & Reading Road would have no state- 
ment ready until next week, left the street 
and the Stock Exchange rudderless, and 
the heavy decline in first-class stocks 
showed how heavy speculators had been 
caught by the suspension of the Company. 

Reading stock closed yesterday at 15. bat, 

upon the news of the suspension, sold on the 

street, after the closing of the Exchange, as 
low as 12. This morning it opened at 10, rose 
to 11, and fell to 105 on the first Board; picked 
up rapidly and went to 11%, rising to 

12 at one time, only to drop back to 

bottom prices, closing at 10%. Of course 

such a drop carried everything with it. 

Lehigh Navigation, for no special reason, 

suffered most, opening at 23, against 25 yes- 

terday, and dropping at once to 20, from 
whielr'ft recovered all loss and then fell back 
to 28%, where it closes. Titusville varied 
only a point, but Lehigh Valley, which has 
never ceased paying dividends, opened at 

40%, against 49 yesterday, rose to 49}¢, and 

closed at 47 bid, with 40% asked. Even 
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There are no fears felt as has been inti- 
mated that the road passing into the hands of 
a Receiver would in any way affect the prices 
of coal. The policy of the road, it is under- 
stood, even under the new management, 
will be to conform to all rules governing the 
coal trade. The tendency ot buyers to 
hold off until such time as it can be ascer- 
tained what the future of the Reading 
Company will be. It is sd some of the in- 
divfdnal operators have suffered heavy losses 
on what is known as coal paper. These 
operators loaned their notes to the Company, 
which were discounted by the banks. 
They however, will lose nothing, as 
the amount will be set off 
against the Company for tolls. In other 
words, when their coal comes to market 
they will be credited in payment of freight 
with the amount of notes they have loaned 
the Company. 

The Reading Iron Works, at Readin 
which J. Penn Brock, of Philadel 
President, has suspended payment, ow- 
ing to complications with the Phila- 
delphia & Readin Railroad Company, 
being under mutual obligations. The iren 
works own several furnaces, a large rolling 
mill, tube works, nail works, foundry, steam 
forge, and sheet-iron mill, employing a lar 
number of hands. They pay out about 888. 
000 a month. The works will, however, con- 
tinue in operation.

It is now possible for the first time to make 
up an estimate & the division of the Chicago 
Convention that may be trusted as reasonably 
correct and feliable. There remain but 
twenty-four delegates to be appointed,—six- 
teen from Louisiana, who will probably be 
divided between Grant and the opposition, 
six from Colorado, and two from Idaho. 
This number, however it may be distributed, 
will not affect the first struggle in the Chica- 
go Convention, which will be between the 
partisans and opponents of the third-term 
candidate. ‘There is reason to believe that

The above table requires but littleexplana- 
tion. It concedes to Gen. Grant’s supporters 
every delegate they can claim with anything 
like confidence, and it leaves them just 100 
votes short of @ majority. Their position is 
such that they will never gain, but lose, after 
the first ballot, if they go mto the struggle 
at all. It may be safely assumed, therefore, 
that the third-term issue has been rejected by 
the Republican party, and that the single can- 
didate who represents it will not be nomi- 
nated. 

The third-termers, whistling vigorously to 
keep up their courage, are in the habit of 
printing very ridiculous tables, in which they 
claim everything: They pretend, for in-

Bat the second reason isa clincher. The 
third-termers in the Chicago Convention will 
be in the minority in voting upon the Illinois 
contest.

THINGS TO BE DONE 

There is a duty which the anti-third-term 
delegates to the late State Convention owe to 
themselves, to their constituents, and to the 
State, and which they must not neglect. 
That duty is, in every county in each of the

It is the duty of the anti-Grant delegates 
chosen by the ten disfranchised Congressiona! 
districts in this State to take their appeal 
from the bulldozed Convention at Spring- 
field to the National Convention at Chicago. 
And it is the duty, as it will doubtless be 
the pleasure, of the disfranchised Repub- 
licans of those districts to give to their 
chosen representatives every possible aid in 
the prosecution of their appeal. 

The outrage is of the aggravated charac- 
ter. The assumption of the State Convention 
to speak for the delegates in their district ca- 
pacity, to override their expressed will, is an 
application to Republican party administra- 
tion of the Southern State-rights theory 
in its most radical and most offensive 
form. It is an assertion of the ex- 
treme State-richts idea that the citizen 
has no right to exert his individual influence 
directly upon National affairs; but that he 
shall speak, if at all, through the machinery 
of the State. To the flat denial of this theory 
the Republican party owes its origin and its 
continued existence, In support of its de- 
nial it offered battle to the Democratic party 
in the field, in the office of the Chief Mag- 
istracy, and in the halls of Congress, and in 
its long contest it has been uniformly sus- 
tained by the people. The action of the Con- 
vention at Springfield in disfranchising ten 
Congressional! districts is a traitorous stab at 
the vital principle of Republican-party life. 
The Convention stultified itself in the very act; 
for in the Cook County contest, previously 
decided, it recognized the right to repre- 
sentation of a local minority. It again stulti- 
fied itself inthe establishment of a certain 
rule with regard to one set of districts, and a 
directly conflicting rule with regard to an- 
other set of districts—namely: It conceded 
the right of every Grant district to select its 
own delegates to the National Convention, 
while it denied the right to every anti-Grant 
district. The case needs no amplification, 
Merely to state it is to present it in its most 
repulsive aspect, to exhibit it in all its native 
deformity, as an act of unparalleled tyranny 
and usurpation.

Tur Senatorial triumvirate which is run- 
ning the third-term candidate consists of 
Messrs, Conkling, Cameron, and Logan.

In the New York State Convention, the 
first business transacted was that the thirty- 
three Congressional districts met separately, 
and each appointed their two delegates to 
the National Convention. These delegates 
were subsequently approved by the Conven- 
tion, Which elected the four delegates-at- 
large. Then instructions were passed, upon 
the demand vf Boss Conkling, asking them 
to vote as a unit for Grant. But some 
twenty-four of the district delegates had 
been appointed by anti-Grant constituents, 
and fourteen of'these have since declared 
that, as the State Convention admittedly had 
no right to appoint the district delegates, it 
had no right to instruct district delegates. 
Hence these delegates will vote as their con- 
stituents direct,, and not as the State Con- 
vention has instructed, and it is highly prob- 
able the remainder of the twenty-four will

In Pennsylvania, much the same course 
was pursued, with the difference that, in 
some cases, the District Central Committees 
appointed the district delegates, who were 
subsequently approved by the Convention. 
The best evidence that the Logan plan was 
not followed in Pennsylvania is the fact that 
twenty-six of the district delegates from that 
State have declared their purpose to vote in 
accordance with the sentiments of their con- 
stituencies, and not with the Convention in- 
structions. Had the Logan plan been pur- 
sued, all would have been uncompromising 
Grant men. ° 

It appears, then, that Gen. Logan stands 
alone in the unprecedented effort to abso- 
‘lutely disfranchise ten districts of a State 
by causing the appointment of Grant dele- 
gates for anti-Grant constituencies at the 
dictation of the Grant districts and a bogus 
majority. This may prove that Gen. Logan 
is more effectively Boss in this State than 
Conkling and Cameron are in their respective 
States; but it also proyes that district repre- 
sentation has been denied in this State in a 
manner which is altogether unprecedented, 
and which will not be tolerated. Hence it 
may be concluded that Boss Logan has 
badly overreached himself,—an error which 
“Boss” Conkling and “Boss” Cameron 
wisely avoided.

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THE METHODISTS. 
Seetal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Cnrcmvyat1, May 22.—The General Confer- 
ence ef the Methodist Episcopal Chuch this 
morning left its business, so far as action on, 
reports was concerned, just where it found 
it. Immediately after the reading of the 
journal they Kk up the reports from the 
Committee on Book Concern relating to the 
publication of the Church papers at Atlanta, 
New Orleans, and Portland, Ore. The ma 
jority favored the discontinuance of that 
in Qregon, and the continuance as here 
tofere, which means with a subsidy of not 
more than $2,000 a year each, of those at the 
other places. The minority antagonized the 
subsidy, favored the consolidation of the 
papers at Atlanta and New Orleans, and or- 
dered that all periodicals, etc., be put on a 
strictly paying basis. A motion to adopt the 
majority report being made, a substitute was 
offered to adopt that of the minority. Then 
came a debate, lasting till 11 o’clock, that 
was among the most able and orderly of the 
session. 

The Rev. H. T. Davis, of Nebraska, was 
against the majority report, because it was 
opposed to sound business principles, and 
because it was in violation of the sixth 
restrictive rule, which cannot be changed 
by this Conference, as that rule declares 
the proceeds of the Book Concern shall be 
used for the relief of superannuated preach- 
ers and the widows and orphans of deceased 
ministers. 

Dr. Fuller, of Atlanta, insisted that the 
proposed action was not a violation of the 
law, for the Book Concern was not organ- 
ized merely to make morey, but to spread 
religious literature. After this, if any profits 
were left, they should be divided as had been 
said. He argued that there was a good pros- 
pect.of the paper at Atlanta becoming self - 
sustaining, but in any case it was vital to the 
success of the work of the Church in that 
region. 

Ex-Gov. Stannard, of St. Louis, was not 
against the papers as such, but only against 
‘the Book Concern continuing to publish 
them ataloss. If they were needed on be- 
half of the Missionary Church Extension, or 
Freedmen’s Aid work, let these Societies 
sustain them. He was utterly opposed to 
the Book Concern carrying such losses.
